“You will further say,”’. writes the Secre- 
tary, “that if the subjection to foreed mili- 
tary service of citizens, whose cases you re- 
port, is based upon an assumption that 
they are not citizens of the United States, 
then this department asks for their imme- 
diate release, and for the proper compensa- 
tion for losses which they have received by 
such detention. Itcannot be admitted that 
American citizens, not charged with any 
crime, should be detained under arrest for 
even a single day, atter their proofs of citi- 
zenship have been presented. In cases like 
this the United States can never admit the 
propriety of submitting to the ordinary de- 
lays of judicial action.”’

While con- 
fined in her cell, Omeer came to the 
wicket of the cell door, and she asked him 
if she could not get out.

OFFICER RICHARDSON 
testified that he made the arrest. He said 
he found Mrs. McDonald on Upper Main 
street just after she had left the Florida 
saloon, She was being held up by.a young 
man, and was incapable of standing on her 
feet without assistance. He got a by-stander 
to assist him with her, and they came oR to 
- the corner of Marchessault and New High 
streets, where Oflicer Romans was met, and 
they brought her to the station. She was 
very drunk and boisterous, and could only 

walk with them holding her arms. 

Mrs. McDonald here accused the officer of 
mistreating her, but this Mr. Richardson 
denied. 

Officer Romans testified that he met 
Richardson at the corner of Marchessault and 
New High streets, and assisted him to carry 
Mrs. McDonald to the station. On the way 


_ she dropped one of her gloves, and when he 
' picked it u 


and handed it to her, she ac- 

cused him of stealing it, though she hetd it 

at the time in her hand. He also stated that 
THE WOMAN WAS DRUNK, 

and incapable of taking care of herself, but 

said that she talked rationally. 


Prison Keeper Bedford testified that he had 
locked Mrs. McDonald up on the night of 
April 15th. She was drunk at the time, but 
talked rationally. She made a good deal of 
noise, and on going to her cell to see what 
she was 
not released, as she had paid her bail. He 
asked her who sbe had paid it to, and she 
sajd she did not know his name. She hada 
considerable money when she was released. 
He saw two 80 gold pieces and other 
money in her purse. She was not searched 
when she was put in as she objected so 
strongly. Murray brought in a man named 
Hosford about an*hour after Mrs. McDonald 
was brought in, and would have to pass her 
cell doer to put his prisonerin hiscell. He 
did not see Murray talking to Mrs. McDon- 
ald, still he might have done so. 

Officer Bowler was sworn, and testified 
that Mrs. McDonald had accused him of 
stealing her money one day when she was 
at the station. He denied knowing any- 
thing about it, when she said that it was a 
me. red-faced fellow. 

he officer was repeatedly interrupted by 
Mrs. McDonald, who vehemently denied 
that she had ever accused’him, saying that 
she could not be mistaken, and that she 
knew it was Murray. 
! OFFICER MURRAY 
was the next witness. He denied most 
positively that he ever took a cent from 
~Mrs. McDonald, or that he was at the sta- 
tion the night she was in there. He said 
that he was not the man who went with 
Doyle to Mrs. McDonald’s room. He said 
that Mr. Bedford must be mistaken 
about him being at the station the 
night in question, as he went off duty 
at 6 o’clock and did not come back that 
night. He had arrested a Mexican earlier 
in the day, about 5 o’clock, put was positive 
that he was not back thatnight. He denied 
that he had talked about this case to Mrs. 
McDonald, but oney, admitted that Mrs. 
M-cDonald had asked him about the case. 

Officer Murray was frequently interrupted 
during the taking of his testimony by Mrs. 
McDonald, who got very indignant several 
times and once blurted out, “Listen to the 
man lie.” 

A question having been raised by Mur- 
ray’s testimony denyingxthat he was at the 
station, as stated by Jailer Bedford, the

Mrs. McDonald made a violent attack on 
the witness, whom she accused of treating 
her badly, but the officer paid no attention 
to her. 

AGAIN CONFRONTED. 

Officer Murray was again confronted with 
the books, and asked to explain the discrep- 
ancies between the record and his state- 
ments, but persisted in his denial, saying 
that there must be some mistake. Officer 
Curran was then called, and identified the 
writing as his own, and, in answer to in- 
quiries, said that the book was correct, as 
they were always very particular as to the 
hour, and looked at clock when an ar- 
rest was entered. 

Officer Hawley had been sent for and ap- 

ared before the commission, but said that 
1e knew nothing about the case, and had 
not seen Murray, that he knew of, that day. 

Mrs. McDonald again broke out, and ac- 
cused Murray of having taken her money, 
but was finally quieted, and, there being no 
further witnesses, the case closed. 

- JUDGMENT DEFERRED. 

Chief Cuddy suggested that judgment be 
deferred until the regular meeting of the 
board this afternoon, as some further evi- 
dence might be developed. This was agreed 
to by the other commissioners, with the un- 
derstanding that the Doyle matter would 
alSo be further investigated. 

There were several sensational little 
seenes during the progress of the examina- 
tion, and once or twice the Mayor was com- 
pelled tointerfere. Murray had but little 
to say, beyond answering the ques- 
tions that were asked him, but Mrs. 
McDonald kept up a running fire throughout 
the afternoon, almost every witness coming 
in fora share of her criticism. After the 
trial was over she said that Murray followed 
her out of the Mayor’s office and had threat- 
ened her. Further sensational develo 
inents are anticipated at the meeting this 
afternoon.

cials, as provided by law, to institute pro- 
ceedings for its recovery at once and notify 
the bondsmen of such facts, 

The Court then gave each side 20 days to 
prepare stipulations and 20 days further 
apiece to file briefs, with 10 days additional 
to the plaintiff to reply, whereupon the case 
will stand submitted.

A Full Description \of the New Fire 

Limits. 

A meeting was held at the Council cham- 
ber yesterday afternoon to consider the 
changing of the fire limits. There were 
present Councilmen Teed, Collins, Book 
and Lovell, Fire Chief Monarty, Assistant 
Chief Miles, and a number of citizens who 
desired tobe heard in the matter. Aftera 
thorough discussion, it was decided to rec- 
ommend to the Fire Commissioners that 
the fire limits be changed as follows: ‘To 
commence at the south side of First and 
Fort streets, run out to Seventh, out Seventh 
to Main, down Main to Fifth, both sides, 
down Fifth to Los Angeles, down Los An- 

eles to Second, out Second to San Pedro, 

own San Pedro to First, out First to Ala- 
mneda, taking in the center, back on the 
same lineto Wilmington, down Wilmington 
to Commercial, down Commercial, both 
sides, to Alameda, down Alameda, west 
side, to within 200 feet of Macy street, then 
running west to the junction of Bellevue 
avenue and New High street, then, taking 
in both sides, down New High to Temple 
street, up Temple, both sides, to Fort, thence 
down Fort, east side, to the point of -begin- 
ning. It will be seen that the limits have 
been very considerably contracted, while at 


the same time all the business portion of 
the city has been included.

IN THK CITY. 


A Bloody Face at the Window— 
Queer Actions of a Pasadena J. 
P.—His Minutes Sent For—A Sin: 
gular Pair. | 


A curiously mixed-up case came up in 
Justice Taney’s court yesterday, as the re- 


sultof afracas at the Natick House the 
night previous. 


On Monday evening people sauntering 
down First street were alarmed by cries 
issuing from the Natick House of “Help! 
murder!” and, a minute later, by the ap- 
pearance at one of the windows of a woman, 
whose face was streaming with blood. Mar- | 
tin Aguirre, the Township Constable, hap- 
pening in the neighborhood, and hearing 
the terriblecry for help, lost no time in 
dashing into the hotel and _ reaching 
the door of the room where the woman was 
still piteously crying for help. On demand- 
ing admittance a voice within refused to 
unlock the door, but at the same instant the 
suffering woman inside cried out, 

“I’M BEING MURDERED! 
For God’s sake, break the door.” The 
Constable felt certain that a man must be 
butchering a woman—perhap; his wife— 
inside, so, without delay, he broke the 
upper panels of the chamber door and 
sprang into the room. The woman who had 
been making such a_ racket —-stood 
with bieeding face, whiie a larger- 
made woman stood by,.trying to soothe 
her with such expressions as “Be quiet, 
dear; now it’s all over, lovey,” ete. Both 
women were placed under arrest, and when 
brought before Justice Taney, the blood- 
besmeared one gave her name as Mrs. 
Grace Kammer, and the other that of Mrs. 
Coleman, both of Pasadena. A charge of 
battery was preferred ainst Mrs. Cole- 
man, who was held in bonds to appear 
on Wednesday. 

The version of the trouble as _—— by 
Mrs. Coleman is very Bagg sag and certain 
of the allegations made by her with regard 
to her arrest on her return to Pasadena are 
curious, to say the least. Said she: “I have 
known Mrs. Kammer, whose husband isa 
butcher in Pasadena, for 10 years. About 
four weeks ago Mrs. Kammer, who was 
then in San Francisco, invited me to ac- 
company her home and make them a visit. 
ldidso. It was agreed between us that we 
should come to ‘Los Angeles on Monday to 
do some shopping, and upon-our doing so 
we putupat the Natick House. She had

anil when we got in our room it was with 
difficulty that I could get her to go down 
stairs and take dinner. After dinner she 
returned to our room and lay down, as she

They complained to the Zanjero, 
it is said, and he told them that on a cer- 
tai night he would turn the water into the 
ditch, and they could get what they wanted. 
The secret got out, however, and caused no 
little indignation among the ple, who 
failed to see the justice of allowing the 
Chinese more privileges than white 
people could get, and they resolved 
not to allow it A party was got up, 
and when the water came flowing down 
the ditch yo had made other arrange- 
ments, and quietly run it off before it got to 
the heathens, who were waiting for it with 
everything in readiness for irrigation.

D. Fisher, an inspector in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, yesterday made an appeal 
to the Board of Supervisors to see if he can- 
not break down the charges the Federal

cents a day, and the Federal Government 
think that too much, but the Sheriff, on the 
other hand, will not consent to entertain 
guests introducea by the United States 

arshal at a lower rate. 

At considerable expense, Mr. Fisher has 
been sent through to Los ey to try 
and straighten the matter out, but’ as Sher- 
iff Kays utterly refuses to accept the -prof- 
fered 35 cents per diem, an appeal was yes- 
terday made to the Board of Supervisors. 
He stated that the Governmen: received for 
the last quarter of 1887, a bill from Sheriff 
Kays for £400, at the rate of $1 pet day for

OUR NEIGHBORS. 


Ontario. 

ONTARIO, May 8.—[{Correspondence 
of Tue Times.] Notwithstanding the 
dull season everything at Ontario is 
moving along beautifully. Substantial 
improvements are being made in all 
sections of the colony, ani everywhere 
there is a general appearance of thrift. 
The young orange groves, with their 
increasing size and foliage, are ever be- 
coming more beautiful; and just at the 

resefit time the delightful odor of the 

lossoms filling the air with fragrance 
appeals even more powerfully to the 
oltactory nerves than the beauty. of the 
whole grove does to the eye. 

In the matter of planting the model 
colony is keeping up its reputation. 
About 300 acres have already been set 
this season to citrus fruits, eg 
orange, of course, and nearly all the 
best varieties of budded fruit. One 
local firm sold over 11,000 orange trees, 
all for home planting, and numerous 
other firms have each sold large quan- 
tities. Ina few years Ontario will be 
one of the prettiest sights conceivable— 
a veritable orange grove, spreading out 
on either side of Euclid avenue, its 
handsome central line, and ali sloping 
so uniformly as to lie within the range 
of vision. 


mense number of ornamental trees and 
small fruits have been set. One yard 
here sold 22,150 of the latter. his 


ciduous fruit trees, but these were 
largely shipped to other places, as the 
Ontario stock, being entirely clean and 
free from all scale and other pests, is 
much sought after. However, quite a 
quantity even of these were for home 
planting: The model colony was never 
carried away with the town-lot craze, 
but, on the contrary, used her influence 
to suppress it. Nor is she at all de- 
pendent upon booms or any such like 
rnicion. Here the intrinsic value is 
n the land—the true, unfailing basis of 
enduring prosperity. Lands that will 
produce $500 per acre net profit a year 
are worth much gold coin. Such lands 
are not benefited by blind booms; the 
are positively injured. During suc 
times of excitement general farm lands 
worth $50 or $75 per acre are apt tosell 
for just as much as the finest citrus 
lands, which would be cheaper at 10 
times the price. Fortunately the craze 
is over, and acre gris will hence- 
forth be appraised on true principles. 
As the lofty mountain peak towers 
above the river bottom,so must the 
price of real orange land rise abov 
that of the general agricultural order: 

Buildings appear to be going up

May, 78 distinct structures have been 

finished at a cost of $122,950. Plenty 
| of others are under way, although it is

The building 1s 
scarcely finished, and it would per- 
haps have been as well had the open- 
ing been postponed for #week. How- 
ever, everything passed off well, and 
as sufficient money was raised to pay 
off every liability, there can be no 
ground for dissatisfaction. The -at- 
tendance was very large, and the 
church editice, though spacious, was 
crowded by an attentive congregation. 
Rev. Dr. Ellis,of your city conducted 
the opening ceremonies, assisted by 
Rev. Dr. Marks and the resent 
pastor. The building cost some $8000, 
all of which has been provided for 
but $2100. This sum it was de- 
cided to raise at the opening, if 
possible, so that there should be no 
debt left on the property. And right 
nobly was it done. Not only so, but in 
a surprisingly short time after the ap- 

al was made the subscription list 
ooted up $2200, or something more 
than asked for. This is go honor- 
able|to the congregation and creditable 
to the colony. In opening the hand- 
some Methodist Church a few months 
since, there was exactly the same ex- 
perience—more money was subscribed 
than was necessary to meet all obliga- 
tions.

Hoodooed by 
the Vessel’s Steward. 


The Queen of the Pe cifle Disaster 
Not an Accident. 


Another Scheme for Organizing the Nevada Bank 
“almost Consummated—Mysterious Marder 
of an Arizona Rancher—Apache 
Prisoners—Other News,

SAN FRANCISCO, May 8.—[Special.}] On 
the night of March 9th last the British bark 
Brussels was discovered to be on fire, but 
the flames were extinguished with buta 
few thousand dollars’ damage to the vessel. 
Circumstances lent a mysterious color to 
the case, and the Grand Jury finally re- 
turned an indictment against C. L. Caskey, 
the mate, and Charles R. Backman, the 
steward, of the bark, charging them with 
arson. They had previously made affidavits 
before Notary Public Mason that Capt. 
Crosby had conspired to burn the vessel in 
order to secure the insurance, Afterward 
the two. men were separated, and Caskey 
made another statement before Capt. Lees 
of the detective force in the presence ofa 
stenographer and Detective Byram, deny- 
ing his affidavit and admitting that he and 
the steward had burned the vessel and 
exonerating Capt. Crosby. 

The tw» prisoners were put in the same 
cell in the County Jail, and yesterday in 
court Caskey denied his last statement, as- 
serting that his former affidavit was the 
truth. He charged Capt. Lees and Detec- 
tive Byram with inducing him to signa 
false statement exonerating Capt. Crosby 
from all blame, after frst getting him 
drunk and by making promises to him. 

ln court today, where Backmar was hav- 
ing a separate trial and conducting his own 
case, Caskey again created a sensation by 
confessing to perjury in swearing to the 
charges against Lees and Byram. 

“That man there,” he cried, pointing to 
Backman, “made me do it. He has me 
completely in his power. He exercises a 
mesmeric nfluence over me and whenever 
I am near him I must doas he wills. He 
wields a terribie and hellish will power 
over me. It was Backman who coached 


‘and forced me to te ll that story about Capt. 


Lees and Detective Byram yesterday. They 
never asked us to exonerate Capt. Crosby. 
Last night I was placed in a separate cell, 
and as soon as [ was out of his presence his 
influence oyer me fied and I was myselt 
again. lsent for Assistant District Attor- 
ney Dunne and told him 1 was ready to tell 
the truth.” 

Caskey swore positively that Backman 
fired the bark, and his manner was convinc- 


- ing. His conduct throughout the trial has 


been inexplicable, except on the basis of 


power over him. Caskey’s evidence, and 
the affidavit in Backman’s own hand- 
writing that he fired the vessel, led the jury 
to bring in a verdict against the latter, find- 
ing him guilty of arson. The supposition is 
that the steward, having a grudge against 
the captain, took this course to revenge 
himself, compelling Caskey, who was in 
charge of the vessel at the time, to swear to 
statements wuplicating Capt. Crosby. 
There was also a charge of grand larceny 
against Backman, he havingin his posses- 
sion certain property belonging to Capt. 
Crosby, but he made it appear that this had 
been given him by the latter. Caskey is 
still held. 


THAT OPEN DEADLIGAT. 


Evidence That the Queen Disaster 
Was Not Accident. 

SAN FRANcIscO, May 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is now learned that the 
steamer Queen of the Pacific sustained far 
greater injuries than was at first considered 
possible. This morning a thorough exam- 
ination was made in her engine-room and 
around her boilers. lt was discovered that 
new boilers will probably have to be built. 
The whole steamer is badly strained, and 
the loss is exceedingly heavy. The cargo 
was discharged today, and every article 
taken from the hold that can be ruined by 
water is a total loss. Some baggage was re- 


ruined by the sea water. Ex-Gov. Perkins 
spent several hours this morning in trying 
to getat the truth. He is forced to the con- 
clusion that some one knocked the dead- 
light open, most probably with the inten- 
tion of venting his spite on the company by 
letting the water run in and damage the 
cargo; possibly, however, for the purpose of 
sinking the steamer. 

Ex-Gov. Perkins said: “Il have ques- 
tioned every man on board who could be ex- 
pected to shed any light on thecase. A 
lower deadlight was open, and the water 
rusked in through it. The cover was made 
snug and secure by two men, the glass be- 
ing first placed in position, and then the 
iron cover being screwed on by nuts from 
the inside. The cover was on at midnight, 
for the watch found no water in the hold at 
that time. The wrench was hung by the 
deadlight, and the nuts coula not have been 
loosened without its use. I am so thorough! 
convinced that some one opened the dead- 
light, that I, myself, will offer a reward of 
#500 for information that will lead to the ar- 
rest of the guilty man. It may have been 
one of our employés, who knew of the pre- 
diction by spiritualists, and took advantage 
of the opportunity to get even with the 
company and blame it on the prophet. 
Some time ago Capt. Alexander had some 
trouble with his men. Some of them de- 
serted, and the dispute was settled by the 
courts. It may have n that one or more 
of the dissatisfied element stole down to 
the deadlight and opened it, not thinking 
that the Queen would sink, but counting on 
giving us achance to pay for damages.’

Killed While Trying “to Escape a 
Husband's Fury. 

New York, May 8,—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The dead body of Nathaniel 
A. Hatch, a member of the firm of Walter 
T. Hatch & Sons, bankers and brokers, was 
found in the yard of No, 64 West Twen- 
tieth street this morning. The facts about 
his death could not at first be learned, but 
the storyof Mrs. Lillian Scofield, a hand- 
some woman of about 30, suggested mur- 
der actuated by jealousy. Mrs. Scofield 
and her hnsband, Charles W. Scofield, were 
taken tothe poli tation this morning, 
where Mrs. C. Scofield said she had dined 
with Hatch, who had accompanied her 
home about midnight. She invited him into 
the house. Scofield was asleep in the back 
parlor, but was aroused by the movements 
of his wite and Hatch. The latter was 
hastily concealed on the second floor. 
Scofield’s jealousy was aroused, and 
he questioned his wife in the most 
violent way, concerning the man who had 
been with her. She steadfastly refused to 
give the man’s name and insisted that he 
had left the house. Scofield then left the 
house. She searched for Hatch but could 
pot find him and thought he also left the 
house. She retired and knew no more of 
the broker or what happeued in the nigh 
until the body was discovered in the yar 
this morning. - Scofield was formerly a 


_| broker in good circumstances. He told the 


police that he bad cause on several oc- 
casions to doubt his wite’s fidelity. Hatch 
was 30 years old, and lived with his wife in 
a handseme house on Fifty-third street. 
His wife was formerly one of the most 
prominent ladies in Brooklyn society. 

The generally accepted theory is that 
Hatch was killed by fa ling from the win- 
dow while trying to make his escape from 
the Scofield residence, .

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THE SULTANA HORROR. 


A STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION THAT 
COST 2000 LIVES. 


* Interesting Stories of Two of the 
Survivors—How a Soldier's Long- 
ing for a Drink Saved Two Lives 
—Was the Work Premeditated ?

Louis, May 7.—The awful explo- 
sion on the steamer Sultana, near 
Memphis, 28 years ago, in which nearly

always been a mystery. The survivors, 
at their reunions, have recently made 
a number of statements regarding the 
affair, but the most sensational story 
has been told by a resident of tlais city, 
William C. Streeter. j 
~ His statement fixes the explosion as 
the result of design. He claims thata 
noted Confederate blockade-runner and 

- mail-carrier named Robert Lowden, 
better known as Charles Pile, was the 
author of the terrible disaster. | 
Streeter clarms that Lowden told him 
after the close of the war that while 
the Sultana lay at Memphis wharf he 
smuggled aboard a. large lump of. coal, 


in which was concealed a_ torpedo.« 


This he deposited on the fuel pile, in 

front of the boilers, for the express 

purpose of causing the destruction of 

the boat. What has become of Low- 

den is unknown. . 
STORY OF THE DISASTER. 

On the 22d ult. the Chicago Tribune 
published the following graphic ac- 
count of the disaster: 

Friday next a soldierly-appearing 
German, aged about 45, whose features 
wear an expression of settled serious- 
ness that rarely changes for an instant, 
will celebrate the twenty-third anni- 
versary of the Sultana disaster. He is 
Edward F. Hedrick, for 15 years a 
member of the Chicago police force, 
now proprietor of a well-ordered little 
saloonon the corner of Center and 
Halstead streets. Besides himself 
there are said to be now living but five 
of the 2100 passengers aboard the Sul- 
tana at the time of the explosion. It 
will be remembered that about 400 
were picked up alive; but a large pro- 
portion of that number survived 


their wounds and exposure 
only aie few and many 
others swelled the rol! of victims within 


ayear or two. Mr. Hedrick served 
two years in the Eighth New York In- 
fantry, at the expiration of which time 
he enlisted at Indianapolis for three 
years in the Ninth Indiana Cavalry: 
Ie was captured at Silver Branch 

Trestle and imprisoned at Cahaba, Ala. 

With 2000 other Union prisoners he 

was exchanged and sent to Vicksburg 

These 

were the 2000 prisoners who, with about 

a hundred passengers taken on at New 

® Orleans, were on the boat when her 
boiler blew up. Mr. Hedrick recently 
told the story of the disaster, including 
the details of his own remarkable es- 
cape, for publication in the Tribune, so 
frankly and graphically that it is best 
reproduced in his own words: 

‘“*When we boarded the Sultana at 
Vicksburg,” he began, ‘‘we were a jolly 
crowd. ‘T'wo thousand of us had just 
been released from a southern prison 
and we were happy. The Suitana was 
a regular Mississippi River packet boat 
of that period. A thousand passengers 
would have crowded her uncomfort- 
ably; with over 2000 she was like a hive 
of bees about to swarm. 

*‘We steamed out of Vicksburg and 
moved slowly up the middle of the 
river. Thespring floods were at their 
highest, the stream being in some places 
as much as forty miles wide. We 
reached Memphis. at 8 o’clock in the 
evening. Three of my.prison chums 
were on board—Johnny Hinckley,Mont- 
gomery Hall, and John Wiils—and as 
the captain said we would not leave 
till midnight we made up our minds to 
land and have some fum I’m going to 
tell you about this because if we hadn’t 
gone up town Johnny Hinckley and I 
would have been blown skyward with 
the others. Our main object in land- 
ing was to get something to drink. But 
we soon discovered that the town was 
under martial rule and that only offi- 
cers. were allowed anything stronger 
than coffee. We were so thirsty that 
we went into an alley-way to reconnoi- 
tre. When we were out of sight of the 
street Johnny Hinckley took out of his 
pocket a pair of lieutenant’s shoulder- 
straps he had picked up somewhere. 
put them on, and while we waited in 
the alley he entered the nearest saloon. 
He was gone quite awhile and came 
back a trifle unsteady and wiping his 
mouth. Then I put on the shoulder- 
straps and followed his example with 
equal success. By the time Hall ani 
Wills had performed their part of the 
program it was time to start back to 
the boat. None of us were drunk, but 
we were full enough to be happy and to 
care httle whether school kept or not. . 

“It was just about midnight when 
the boat left Memphis. Everybody was 
in the best. of spirits. There were a 
number of professional gamblers on 
board, and as we passed the cabin door 
I noticed that it was crowded with of- 
ficers and gamblers, whg were playing 
for high stakes. Wewereto bunk in 
the middle of the middie deck, be- 
tween the office and the bar-room, and 
directly over the boilers Hall and 

» Wills were sleepy. They rolled up 

in their blankets and were soon 
snoring. It was the last ever seen of 
them. I wanted to follow their exam- 

le, but Johnny Hinckley wouldn’t 

ave it. He was much elated with our 
Juck over the shoulder-straps. We 
were both alittle top-heavy, so when 
he insisted on going to the back 
end of the boat and- turning into a 
couple of the officers’ cots I 
readily consented. They were a great 
improvement over the hard floor of the 
deck, and we were soon sound asleep. 

‘The next thing I knew there was a 
terrible crash. The passengers were 


shouting and screaming and jumping’ 


into the river on allsides. I got up, 
and as I moved forward tosee what the 
matter was, 1 bumped my head against 
a part of the upper deck which had 
fallen in. Then [ saw flames creeping 
back toward the. stern, and knew that 
the boilers had blown up. .I ran back 
to find Hinckley, but his cot was 
empty. The notion of jumping into 
the river, as passengers were doing all 
around, didn’t please me, so I slid 
down to the freight deck on one of the 
swinging bumpers that hung over the 
side. <A big crowd of passengers had 
flocked to the stern, where a lot of 
mules were quartered. Many of the 
mules had broken loose, and were 
stamping up and down the deck. Sey- 
eral of us seized one and threw him 
overboard, intending to jump over our- 
selves, and let himswim us ashore. 
But the water was black with the heads 
and arms of drowning passengers, and 


the mule sank instantly with a dozen: 


men under and on topof him. We 
threw in several more, all with the 
same result. People were constantly 

umping in ang, others to the 
bottom with them: There was nota 
clear space within jumping distance in 
any direction. Tbe water was rough 
and churned the crowd of swinimers 
up and down as though they were logs 


in a broken raft. 
“All this time Capt. Mason was 


working bravely on the upper deck 
throwing planks and barrels overboard 
and shouting to the passéngers to keep 
cool. Many swam ashore on what he 
threw into the water, but he staid 
aboard too long to jsave his own life. 
After awhile, when most of the passen- 
gers had thrown themselves into the 
river, the boat seemed to drift away 
from them, leaving a clear space. I 
had thrown several shutters over, but 
they had all been seized by those in the 
water. Finally the flames had driven 
the terrified mules,so closely about me 
that 1 was obliged to seize a bit of 
cong and jump for my life. By the 
ight of the flames I[ saw what 
I took for the shore only a few 
rods distant, and congratulated 
myself that I was getting off so 
easily. But it was only an_ isl- 
and, and in spite of all I cquid do the 
current carried me past the lower end 
of it. There was no shore in sight. 
Pretty soon a half-drowned man float- 
ing by caught. hold of the end of my 
lank. He placed his whole weight on 
it, and we commenced to sink together. 
I cursed him and said: ‘Why don’t you 
help yourself a little, so we can both be 
saved!’ But he was too exhausted. I 
let h§m haye the plank, and started to 
swim with nothing under me. When I 
was nearly worn out a steamer came 


by picking u floating passen- 
gers so near that I thought of- 
course she would take me _ on. 


But the wind was in the wrongwirec- 
tion. They couldn’t hear me, and 
I gave myself up for lost.’ Just thena 
brandy jug floated by; I worked it 
under me, and plucked up courage 
again. In this way 1 floated down to 
where the eurrent struck the bend just 
above Memphis, and caught the over- 
hanging branch of a half-submerged 
tree. Dozens of people had floated in 
just as Il had and were clihging to 
bushes and trees. The water was so 
high we couldn’t touch bottom, and 
there was no land insight. The blaze 
of the burning Sultana had been seen 
from Memphis, and we were presently 
rescued by one of the boats in search of 
survivors and bodies of the dead. The 
water was so cold that we were chilled 
through, but there were plenty of spir- 
its and a blazing fire on the rescuing 
boat, besides piles of blankets in which 
we were wrapped. 

‘‘As I walked up the bank at ‘Mem- 
phis in my blanket almost the first per- 
son I met was Johnny Hinckley. 
fore jumping overboard he had se- 
cured a life-preserver, and floated down 
to the bend without much difficulty. 
The people living at the principal hotel 
bought us new suits of clothes, and in 
a day ortwo we came north to Indian- 
apolis. Then I lost track of Hinckley 
and haven’t seen or heard of him since. 
I would like to know where he is. You 
see, it was nothing in the world but his 
shoulder-straps that saved our lives.”’ 

STORY OF ANOTHER SURVIVOR. 


FRANKFORT (Ind.), April 12.—James 
Payne, one of the few survivors of the 
Sultana disaster, lives in Hamilton 
county, this State, near Pickard’s 
mills, and there he was found by the 
Tribune correspondent. Mr. Payne 
was a private in the One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth Indiana, which was 
captured by the Confederates at Spring 
Hill, Tenn., in 1864. He spent three 
months amidst the horrors of Anderson- 
ville, and was then exchanged. ‘Or- 
ders came to the effect that 500 men 
should be taken out each day to be ex- 
changed,” said Mr. Payne, ‘“‘with the 
provision that the old men were to go 
lirst—that is, those who had been lony- 
est in the prison. But we found out 
that a little persuasion in the way ef 
money had a great effect upon the 
officers of the prison, and as the boys of 
our company had succeeded in keeping 
a little money concealed, we bought 
our exchange, and consequently our 
company, which was now down to 
eleven men, got out on the first list. 
One of our boys went out on a dead 
man’sname. When the dead man’s 
name was called he answered to it. 
We were taken to Vicksburg, and the 
morning of the lst day of May, 1865, 
we were marched down to the wharf 
to embark'to be sent north and home. 
We lost no time in getting aboard the 
Sultana, at that time the largest boat 
on the Mississipi. She was a side- 
wheeler of unusual dimensions. She 
carried 18 boilers. The boilers and 
machinery of the Sultana had been in- 
spected at St. Louis just before her 
down trip, and at Vicksburg just be- 
fore we started. 

‘““We started from Vicksburg about 
noon. Everything went well, except- 
ing our sickness, the result of our con- 
finement and the rough water, as the 
river was running high. We landed at 
Memphis at 11 p.m., where we had 
about 400 hogsheads of sugar to un- 
load. Here occurred my miraculous 
escape. A number of the boys, myself 
being one of them, got off here and 
went up into the town to see if they 
could get something to eat, and at least 
get some fresh air. A comrade, whose 
name I have forgotten, and myself 
wandered around until weheard the 
signal to start, and then we ran tor the 
hoat, but were too late, and the only 
result of our efforts was to get into the 
sand up to cur knees. We saw that the 
Sultana was going to stop at some coal 
barges and take on some coal, and we, 
in our desperation, tried to get aboard 
here; but it appears that Providence 
was working in its own mysterious 
way, and we were again unsuccessful. 
While we were standing on the wharf, 
or rather in the sand, we were watch- 
ing the Sultana, our hope, joy and 
pride, steam away, feeling our hearts 
sink within us. 

‘We watched the Sultaha until she 
got to a point in the river where there 
is a small island called ‘Hen and 
Chickens,’ seven miles above Mem- 
phis, where, to our horror, the boilers 
exploded, and then what was: left of 
the vessel took fre and, slowly drifting 
down thesiver, burned up. Of course 
a great many were killed by the ex- 
plosion, but the greater -part of them 
were either burned to death or driven 
by the fire into the water and drowned. 
Some few of the boys were able, by 
getting hold of some of thé floating 
wreckage, to get ashore. One man, or 
boy, rather, J. W. Thompson, who was 
then only 18 years old, swam until he 
was opposite Memphis, which was 
seven miles, when he was picked up by 
ayawl. Lieut. Elliot was also picked 
up by ayawj. They were afraid to put 
out large boats until 1t became light, 
consequently no boats but skiffs and 
yawls were used until morning. A. very 
dense fog also came up just imme- 
diately after the explosion. The river 
was very high at the time, all the bot- 
tom lands for miles on each side of the 
river bales inundated. One soldier 
succeeded in getting upon a log, and 
also helped upon the log a lady passen- 
ger whom he found in the water, and 
by means of using his hands and feet 
as oars finally guided the log out of 
the channel and lodged it safely against 
some timber. She was, I think, a Chi- 
cago lady, and.she has since hand- 
somely rewarded him. As to the actual 
number saved I, of course, do not 
know, but I do know that it was com- 
paratively few. John W. Thompson, 
whom I have named, lives now at Fish- 
er’s Switch, Ind. James Kimleton, who 
was one of the same company, also 
swam ashore. and is now living at Mc- 


_Cordiaville, Marion county, Ind. Lieut. 


Elliot is now living at Indianapolis, 


| 


Ind, Matthew Wright, the man who 
went out on the dead man’s name, is 


now liying at Boxytown, Ind. These 
four men, besides myself, are all the 
men, I think, who are living, except 
Wesley Negley, whom I had almost 
forgotten.’
